General Booth on “Darkest England." 
Tug appearance of General Booth’s book оп 
* Darkest England "' is the sensation of the 
week. The literary part of the production is 
largely Mr. Stead's, who is responsible for the 
forms, but not, I believe, for the ideas, which are 
mainly the General's, or those of his son, Mr. 
Bramwell Booth, or of the head of the “ Social 
Reform Wing" of the Army, Mr. ‘‘ Commis- 
sioner" Smith. It follows almost precisely the 
lines on which I gave you a forecast of the work. 
The leading idea is that of the farm colony, 
linked with a kind of series of preparatory town 
establishments, such as labour bureaus, factories, 
workshops, temporary refuges, and the like. 
Finally, the end of the whole scheme is the 
colony beyond the seas. Here, no 
doubt, the outlines get somewhat 
vague. The General told me, some 
months ago, that he had as yet no 
definite tract of country in his eye. 
He had opened communications 
with one or two colonial Govern- 
ments, I gathered, but had not 
obtained any very definite re- 
sponse. Meanwhile 

The ‘‘ Army” 
will, I fancy, provided the funds 
come in, occupy itself with some 
temporary expedients for mitigat- 
ing the cruelties of the sweating 
system. I think I may say, for 
instance, that it has been definitely 
decided to start a matchmaking 
factory. The idea is to compete 
with the matchmaking trade by 
selling matches at only a slightly 
dearer figure than the present 
price, and to pay the matchmakers 
much better. I am informed that 
the Salvationists have bought’ ma- 
chinery, and gone into the question 
of cost with a competent manager, 
thoroughly acquainted with "the 
details of the trade, and that they 
have discovered that they can make 
matches to sell and also pay the 
girls nearly three times as much 
as they get from the present manu- 
facturers. In other words, in place 
of 21d. a gross they will be paid 
6d.—a gigantic rise in the living 
wage of these poor girls. If that is so, I can 
only hope that the Salvationists will wade in and 
cut out every other matchmaking business in 
the wide world. I am not a “ Salvationist," and 
never shall be, but 


I am ап Anti-‘‘ Sweater," 


and so I shall buy my matches in future from 
General Booth. Talking of the Salvationists, I 
am interested to observe that 


John Law, alias Miss Harkness, 
has formally renounced her Socialism in favour of 
social Salvationism through the medium of the 
columns of the Pall Mall Gazette. Miss Harkness 
is a very clever young woman, who has written 
some bright and pungent novels dealing with 
various aspects of social life, the best of which, 
perhaps, is entitled '*Captain Lobe," dealing 
with the work of the Salvation Army in the 
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the Salvationists and their fitness for the work of 
dragging the human refuse out of the slums. I 
have always found that a certain magic—which 
was no other than the simple gift of affection 
and sympathy — belonged to nearly all ‘the 
Salvationists I ever met, from the General 
downwards.

out with his accustomed vigour, and delivers an 
oration perfect for finish, expository power, and 
oratorical grace. Such a speech was that on the 


Royal Grants, and one or two of the Irish | 
speeches last Session were of the sume character. | 


But the fine quality is getting rarer now, the gold 


is beaten thinner, and I gravely doubt whether | 


in two years’ time 
Mr. Gladstone’s Oratorical Position 

will be as strong asitisnow. The Government, 
it is said, are talking of dissolution this next 
year—in the spring, but I doubt it. Their plain 
policy is to wait until growing years diminish 
the force of Mr. Gladstone’s personality and the 
weight of his oratorical utterances. The old 
man eloquent is himself conscious of a certain 
failure of power. His memory is not as accur- 
ate as it used to be, his sight is dimmer, and his 
hearing harder. Не reads more books and fewer 
newspapers, spends more hours in his library, 
and, excepting Ireland, interests himself more in 


| literature and theology than in politics. 


Now for Mr. Balfour. 


I don’t think I can honestly compliment Mr. 
Jalfour on his performances at Newcastle. Both 
he and Mr. Morley have the defects of the 
University man. They are too much taken up with 
finicking details, and Mr. Balfour especially does 
so to the neglect of great principles. And neither 
of them manages quite to keep cool. A very 
shrewd observer said to me the other day, “ Mr. 
Morley’s great defect is that he is so thin- 
skinned. Now, Mr. Balfour is as thick-skinned 
as they make 'em." I am not quite sure that 
this observation is correct, for Mr. Balfour, 
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Criticism of the Cyclists’ Touring Club 


still continues, and the Cyclists’ Touring Club is 
still just where it was—except for its serious loss 
of members—before the active efforts at reform 
were made about a year ago. At the late half- 
yearly general meeting held in Dublin, the 
protest against the C.T.C. way of publishing 
accounts, so often made in the cycling press, 
was uttered by the Rev. Isaac Warren ; objections 
to the present editing of ће C.7.C. Gazette, so 
often heard of late, were raised, one member 
going so far as to say, with how much truth its 
readers can judge for themselves, that it was not 
a literary production at all, but “тоб.” I was 
not able to attend the meeting myself, but, 
judging from published reports, protests and 
objections, as usual, were without effect. Little 
seems to have been done except to pass а resolu- 
tion recording the C.T.C.'s condemnation of 
road-racing, furious riding, ignoring of Acts 
relating to lamps and bells, and illegal using of 
paths set aside for pedestrians. What good this 
will do it is not easy to see. 


The C.T.C. needs measures of reform badly, 
but last year's events show how almost hopeless 
it will be to carry them through. If the more 
radical councillors do not give up in despair, 
something may yet be done. But that something 
should be done quickly, lest the coming year see 
the same alarming decrease in the ranks of the 
club. The Pall Май cycling correspondent com- 
pares this decrease with the increase of members 
of the League of American Wheelmen, easily 
accounted for, as the latter organisation really 
does work for the good of the sport and the 
improvement of roads. For my part, I would 
advocate a higher rate of subscription, or any- 
thing that would rouse the interest of C. T.C. -ites 
in their club. 


А correspondent writes to ask me the title of a 
good book on a cycling tour in Normandy—a 
book which tells something of the condition of 
the roads, hotels, &c. I do not think I know of 
one. Тһе only account of a cycling tour in 
France published in book form which I can 
remember is Mr. and Mrs. Pennell’s “ Our Senti- 
mental Journey,’’ published by Longmans. But 
the only part of northern France through which 
they rode was Picardy—from Calais to Amiens, 
and so on to Paris. I think Mr. Harry Swindley 
of the Cyclist took a ride through Normandy last 
year, about this time or a little earlier іп the 
autumn, and wrote a few notes about it in his 
paper’s “ Notes of the Week.’’ It also seems to 
me very likely that accounts of rides through 
that same part of the country have appeared in 
Bicycling News, but I could not say just when. 
If any of my other readers know of books on 
this subject, I should take it very kindly if they 
were to send me their titles, and, if possible, their 
publishers’ names, 


Of accounts of cycling tours in other parts of 
the world it is some time since any have ap- 
peared of greater interest than that which was 
begun in the Penny Tllustrated last 
week. No doubt all my readers 
have already found this out for 
themselves. 


There is a scheme in one of the 
cycling papers for an international 
road race in France. It will be a 
sad day for that country if the 
methods and practices of some of 
our road clubs are carried across 
the Channel.  Road-racing is not 
prohibited in France, but it has not 
yet been indulged in there in that 
charming fashion which obtains in 
England. If the race does come 
off, it will be held in South Central 
France, where the roads are the very 
best in the world, and, no doubt, 
wonderful records would be made. 
But we would rather do without the 
records, and keep the good-will of 
the French authorities. 


Unfortunately, the Paper goes to 
press too soon for me to be able to 
write any particulars about the in- 
augural dinner of directors and com- 
mittee at the club-house on Wed- 
nesday evening, aud the smoking 
concert on Thursday. But I shall 
have something to say about them 
next week. Until the Stanley Show, 
there will be no event of more im- 
portance in the cycling world of 
London. 


Racing men will be interested in 
the descriptions of the racing tracks 
of Great Britain which Bicycling 
News is publishing. It began last 
week—Oct. 18—with the Torquay track. These 
descriptions are to be full of practical inform- 
ation, not only about the track but about charges 
апа fees, &c. Тһе idea is a capital one. —N.C.U.

He was 
born fifty-two years ago, and has spent the 
greater part of his life in the best Italian Con- 
servatoires and Schools of Music. He first came 
to London in 1867. He knows well there is a 
fixed taste for music in this country, and he 
knows every star in the operatic tirmament. 
He discovered Gayarre, and he it was that 
brought Elia Russell, D’Andrade, and other 
established favourites to England. Не has 
for the last twenty years regularly divided 
his months and years between London, St. 
Petersburg, and Moscow. His first success 
was the production of Offenbach’s comic opera 
“Га Belle Hélène ” at the Adelphi, and he wears 
a ring presented to him as a souvenir by the 
members of the company.

standard was reached by the Lago manage- 
ment at London's Grand Opera House in 


1887. Since then Signor Lago (leaving it to Mr- 


Augustus Harris to sustain the repute of Royal 
Italian Opera in the most magnificent manner 
during the London season) has rendered similar 
operatic services to Russia at St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, where he is deservedly in high favour, 
for he is as courteous in manners as he is skilful 
as а musician. Why, he can play pretty well 
every opera on the pianoforte, and his wide 
knowledge of music naturally gives him great 
command over the accomplished artists who find 
it a pleasure to sing and:play for him. 


That Grand Opera at cheap prices—half a 
guinea stalls and eighteenpenny gallery seats—is 
highly appreciated by a large body of the musical 
public was clear from the vast attendance at 
Covent-Garden Theatre last Saturday night. 1% 
was then that Signor Lago, with Signor Bevig- 
nani conducting the perfect orchestra, com- 
menced with spirit his short autumn season of 
Royal Italian Opera. І noticed the great 
Augustus Harris's eyes sparkle when he dropped 
into Mr. Freeman Thomas’s box, and glanced 
roundthefull house, theaspect of which must have 
been most cheering to Signor Lago. For my part, I 
own I should have preferredaless lugubrious opera 
than Vedi's impressive but undeniably sad 
Egyptian romance of ‘‘ Aida’’—‘‘ Aida" with 
the darksome tresses, not with the ‘“ golden 
hair."

The mausoleum at Potsdam, where lie the remains 
of the late Emperor Frederick, was solemnly con- 
secrated on Saturday. Several magnificent wreaths 
adorned the tomb, which was also surrounded by 
flowers. No one was admitted to the mausoleum but 
the Imperial family. 


Mr. Gladstone travelled on Monday from Court 
Hey, near Liverpool, to Edinburgh, with the object 
of delivering a series of addresses to his constituents. 
Large and enthusiastic crowds assembled at most of 
the stations that he passed through, and urged him 
to address them, but he pleaded that he must reserve 
himself for his constituents. At several plac-s, 
however, he spoke a few words, remarking that the 
treatment of Ireland was one of cruelty combined 
with insult, unprecedented in the history of modern 
times. Home Rule occupied the front in all political 
questions, and, though they might speak of others, 
the* could do nothing until 16 was disposed of. In 
reply to sympathetic inquiries about his health, he 
said that it was good, and that he only suffered from 
** the incurable disease." 

Mr. Dillon and Mr. O'Brien, in conversation with 
the reporter of a Paris journal, stated how they 
escaped from Ireland to Cherbourg, and then gavean 
outline of their plans for the near future. They 
intend, they said, to start for America on the 25th 
iust., where they anticipated collecting quite as much 
money, if not more, than in 1879. They will aim at 
providing resources for the immediate need caused 
uy the bad potato crop, and a fund which shall per- 
mit an end of evictions being made. ‘They intend 
visiting **every town” in the United States, where 
they will spend four or five months. As to their 
bail, the British Government are welcome to keep it. 
Meanwhile, Mr. Dillon and Mr. O'Brien, who pur- 
pose staying in Paris till the end of next week, mean 
to enlighten French opinion as to what is going on in 
]reland. 


Angelo Castioni, & sculptor residing at Chelsea, 
who is charged with the murder of Councillor Rossi 
in the Canton of Ticino, Switzerland, was again 
brought up in the Extradition Court, Bow-street, on 
Monday. Counsel on his behalf said that the ini- 
portant question would be raised whether the offence 
was а political one, and beyond that, assuming the 
offence was political, it would be proved that the 
defendant was not the person who committed the 
offence. Some argument having taken place, the 
accused was further remanded. 

It was stated at the Southwark Police Court on 
Oct. 20, while Mr. Fenwick was dealing with sum- 
monses against persons for allowing their dogs to be 
at large unmuzzled, that some four hundred similar 
summonses were awaiting hearing at the metro- 
politan courts, and about three hundred more were 
not yet issued. ‘These proceedings were the result of 
an erroneous impression that the muzzling order had 
lapsed. 


Mr. Leslie Fraser Duncan, for whose arrest a 
warrant had been obtained in the Court of Bank- 
ruptcy, has surrendered and apologised for his con- 
tempt. He was examined as to the realisation of 
his property, which he admitted was done to protect 
it from the results of Miss: Knowles’s action for 
breach of promise of marriage. After paying his

Lady Dilke the other day gave ample 
proof of this im speaking with accustomed 
eloquence before a meeting of the Bradford 
Women’s Liberal Association on the organisation 
of ‘‘Women’s Labour." Proceeding to speak 
cf the experience of female labour gathered by 
members of the Women’s Trades Union League 
during tours in England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
Lady Dilke said that in some cases the women 
were in such a wretched condition that it seemed 
monstrous to ask them to attend to any ques- 
tion, even connected with themselves. Lady 
Dilke described a meeting of women who made 
matchboxes, which was held in London, and at 
which they were provided with tea and bread- 
and-butter before the speaking began. These 
women made, for 24d., 144 matchboxes, and out 
of that 21d. they had to pay for certain materials 
which they used. By slaving from morning till 
night they could not make more than 6s. a week. 
Coming to sempstresses, the price at which a 
really good worker, making fancy aprons, in 
London worked was 2s. 6d. for twelve dozen. In 
one day she could make four dozen, so that she 
was not much better off than the matchbox- 
makers. The organisation she earnestly advo- 
cated was warmly supported. 

I heard quite lately of a new scheme for giving 


Employment to Ladies of Limited 
Incomes 
(I am sorry there are so many of them in the 
world) which interested me very much. It has 
been originated by a Miss Grace Harriman, and 
it has for its object the employment of ladies 
As Market Gardeners. 

I heard it mentioned rather vaguely some time 
ago; but, as it seemed very much in the air, and, 
according to some, likely to remain there, I did 
not say anything aboutit. So many new schemes 
are proposed, and occasionally set on foot, which 
end in smoke, that one has to be very cautious 
about what one recommends. But Miss Harri- 
man's scheme is so far prospering that the first 
of the 

* Ladies’ Fruit and Salad Gardens" 


is to be established at the end of the present | 


year. Over two hundred ladies with the neces- 


sary capital of £100 each have already come | 


forward eagerly anxious to avail themselves of 
the opportunity offered to them of earning a 
living by really useful, 

Congenial, and Healthful Work, 
which is likely also to prove decidedly remunera- 
tive. Miss Harriman, however, has very wisely 
made up her mind to walk before she attempts 


running; and she has, therefore, determined to 
start operations upon a small scale; but she is 
quite convinced that, before one year is over, she 
will be able to give 
Employment 

to all, or almost all, those ladies whom she has 
not been able to supply with work off-hand. The 
first of these fruit and salad gardens is to be 
established 

In Derbyshire, 
on the main line of the Midland Railway, in the 
parish of Breaston, not far from two railway 
stations, and quite close, so I am told, to an old 
farmhouse called Sawley Grange. 


Miss Harriman, 
who is a capital woman of business, has divided 
her work into four sections—first, the breaking 
up of pasture land ; second, the establishment 
of co-operative dwellings; third, the giving 
occupation to ladies as market gardeners, 
fourth, the selling direct to the customer with- 
out the aid of the middleman. It will not sur- 
prise some of my readers to hear that many who 
have heard of this scheme have entirely failed to 
grasp its principal points; some there are who 
seem to think that the scheme means play, not 
work, and that the ladies will have nothing to 
do but to dawdle about the gardens picking 
fruit and salads! Miss Harriman is, therefore, 
very anxious to make it as widely known as 
possible that her idea is to enable 


| Women of Education and Refinement, 
not ordinary working women, to obtain per- 
| manent, paying, and pleasant employment, and 
| a good home, with an average of five hours’ work 
| per day. All applicants should be able to com- 
! mand capital of one hundred pounds. This sum 
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required from the workers is secured to them on 
the houses and furniture necessary for the ladies 
accommodation. Several 


Men of Business, 

consulted by Miss Harriman, are of opinion that 
the workers should have this vested interest 11 
the concern as the incentive to make the best of 
everything. Хо previous knowledge of garden- 
ing is absolutely necessary, as a skilled director 
will be attached to each set of gardens, under 
whom the ladies will work. There seems to me 
по reason why this scheme should not prosper 
and be a complete success. Lady farmers are 
not unknown, and why should there not be lady 
market-gardeners ? 


Miss Emily Faithfull, 
one of the most practical'of women, wrote lately 
about a Miss Milne who lives at Otterburn, а 
well-known lady farmer who has shown in the 
most practical manner what a woman can do 
successfully in that special branch of industry 
Both at Otterburn and at another farm mM 
Berwickshire, worked under her own manage- 
ment, she has been most successful in her opera- 
tions. She is also an excellent judge of horses, 
and rears prize poultry and dogs, the feminine 
side of her character coming out in her intense 
love of flowers. She has a most beautiful garden 
and very fine glass houses at Otterburn. Apropos 
to gardens, І recommend some of my town 
readers, if there are any more fine autumnal 
days, to spend an hour or two at 
Kew Gardens, 

before the leaves are all down, and the bedding- 
out plants are still looking brillant. But even
